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COURT DENIES 
JURY TRIAL IN 
DIVORCE ACTION 


The Adams county court this 


morning turned down the request 
of Mrs. Mary E. Decker Gallagher. 
South Washington street, that the 
divorce action brought against her 
by her husband, Hubert A. Gallagh- 
er, West Middle street, be brought 
before a jury. 


In discharging the rule the court 


held that it was doing so because it 
felt that in view of the nature of 
the case and the effect on the Gal- 
laghers' three children a jury trial 
"could not be had without prejudice 
to public morals." 
Mr. Gallagher 


is seeking a divorce on a charge of 
infidelity. 


The decision of court was reached 


following a hearing this morning in 
which the opposing attornies ar^ 
gued the merits of their claims and 
outlined in brief some of the evi- 
dence that would have been given 
at the trial. 


Court Procedure 


The request for a jury trial was 


the first in a number of years in the 
county court by the respondent In 
a divorce action. The usual proce- 
dure in divorce actions is for the 
court to appoint one of the county 
attornies as master. 
The master 


takes testimony in the case and re- 
ports to the court together with 
Ills recommendations in the case. 
The court then either grants or dis- 
allows the divorce depending upon 
the evidence, or may send the re- 
port back for further hearings 'to 
the master. 


The court also ruled $50 council 


fees for the respondent, Mrs. Gal- 
lagher. 
Mrs. Gallagher, through 


Attorney J. Francis Yake, Jr., who is 
locally representing a Yosfc firm of 
attornies handling Mrs. Gallagher's 
case, withdrew her claim for ali- 
mony in view of her husband's 
imminent induction into the armed 
forces and the allowance granted_to 
the wives and families of service 
men. Mr. Gallagher testified that 
he will be inducted into the Ma- 
rines April 3, according to word he 
has received from the Gettysburg 
draft board. 


Mr. Gallagher had asked that the 


motion to hold a jury trial be dis- 
allowed because of his immediate 
induction which would prevent dis- 
position of the case prior to his 
entry into the armed forces. Eugene

Gallagher.

SCOUT CAMPS 
SUGGESTED TO 
HELP FARMERS 


The possibility of establishing one 


or more Boy Scout work camps in 
Adams county to help county farm- 
ers through the coming summer and 
fall in harvesting crops was outlined 
Monday evening at the March Black 
Walnut Scout District meeting ,at 
the engine house. 


Meeting with Robert M. Lott, 


president of the County Fruit Grow- 
ers Association; 
Howard Grove, 


York Springs fruit grower; Horace 
G. Ports, president of the York- 
Adams Scout area and Ray F. Zaner, 
chief scout executive of the area, 
district officials discussed a possible 
scout work camp program that will 
come before the York-Adams area 
Scout executive committee within 
the next few weeks for final action. 


Jennings B. Collins, of the county 


Emergency Farm Labor committee, 
said "the camps will be very much 
needed. There will be no question 
about the needs of the farmers to 
employ these boys. So far as we 
know there will be no prisoner of 
war labor or similar labor available 
for Adams county. The only place 
we can be sure of labor will be 
from our own resources, from the 
Boy Scouts, school children and 
women. We are making some at- 
tempts to obtain labor from cities 
but the matter is still in doubt. 


Must Show Need 


Mr. Zaner said that,/no attempt 


would be made to conduct a Scout 
work camp if the boys would not be 
needed by the fanners. Nor, he said, 
would the area attempt a camp if 
it could not give proper supervision 
for the boys so that the boys could 
"give proper work for value received 
and still have time for the pleasure 
that boys must have." He suggested 
that if a Scout work camp is set 
up that the Scouts operate in two 
shifts, one shift working in the

Pacific Home For 30 
Days; Lauds Red Cross 


Coxswain Raymond Dayhoff, Jr., 


19-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond Dayhoff, 40 North Strat- 
ton street, who was wounded by 
Jap shrapnel during landing opera- 
tions at Tarawa, arrived here this 
morning on a 30-day leave to re- 
cuperate. 


Dayhoff, who has served in the 


Aleutians and the Marshalls during 
seven months of service in the Pa- 
cific, was assisting in landing opera- 
tions from LST (landing ship tank) 
when he was hit in the left arm by 
a Jap aerial gunner. Later the Jap 
plane was shot down, Dayhoff said. 


The local youth, who has been in 


service since October, 1942, reached 
this country recently when his ship 
docked on the west coast for re- 
pairs. 


"The first persons to meet us at

DRAFT BOARDS 


TO FILL QUOTAS 
WITH YOUNG MEN 


Harrisbuifr, March 28 (AP)—Local 


draft boards in Pennsylvania start- 
ing April 1, will fill their pre-induc- 
tion quotas with registrants under 26 
before ordering up older men lor 
physical examinations. 


State Selective Sen-ice headquar- 


ters, which issued the order yester- 
day, 
said it applies only to pre- 


induction calls and has no effect on 
registrants already found physically 
fit and awaiting orders to report for 
military sen-ice. 


In Washington, Selective Service 


officials said the postponement of 
physical examinations for all men 
over 25 until younger men had been 
examined was not specified by the 
new national regulations, but added 
"different administrative action is 
sometimes taken in virious states to 
put into operation orders from 
Washington in prder to cope with 
problems of the locality." 


Xew Order For Calls 


The national officials explained 


that in a few localities induction 
stations are unable to handle their 
normal number of pre-induction 
physical examinations plus the job" 
deferred men under 26 who are 
ordered up under the new procedure, 
so that in some instances older men 
are being sidetracked to rush the 
younger registrants through first.

vania's 422 boards were directed to 
fill pre-induction quotas in this 
order:

Moscow, March 28 (AP)—Russian 


troops have driven to within two 
and one-half miles of Czernowitz, 
capital of the pre-war Rumanian 
province of Bucovina, field dis- 
patches declared today, while fur- 
ther to the south they have cap- 
tured the Prut river town of Skul- 
yany, 10 miles northeast of lasi 
(Jassy), strategic Rumanian railway 
center. 


Capture of Sadagura, just across 


the upper Prut from Czernowitz, cli- 
maxed a 23-mile drive into Bucovina 
from the Dniester river by Marshal 
Gregory K. ZhukoVs First Ukrainian 
Army in which an entire regiment of 
Hungarian troops was annihilated, 
a—Russian-communique-announced. 


Skulyany was stormed by troops of 


Marshal Ivan S. Konev's Second 


Ukrainian Army, the bulletin said. 
The two operations placed the So- 
viet Armies along the north bank 
of the upper Prut for a distance of 
SC miles, and it appeared that a 
crossing of the river into Rumania 
proper was imminent. 


New River Crossing1 


Zhukov's invasion of Bucovina was 


preceded by a new crossing of the 
Dniester, and front dispatches said 
the thrust apparently had effect- 
ively split the German defense line 
east of the Carpathian mountains— 
a defense based on the Bucharest- 
Czernowitz-Lwow 
railroad. 
The 


drive brought Red Army vanguards 
to within 28 miles of Rumania's 
northern frontier, thus increasing 
Russian pressure on that sorely be- 


set Axis satellite. 


In the drive on Czernowitz. Zhu- 


kov's forces fanned westward to 
capture Koropets. 20 miles east of 
the big junctions of Stanislavow 
and Gorodemko, just across the 
Dniester in Stanislavsky province, 
the communique said. This advance 
placed the Russians close to the 
foothills of the Carpathians and 
broadened the threat to the left 
flank of the enemy's Prut river line. 


Kamenets-Podolsk, 40 miles north- 


east of Czernowitz, was another im- 
portant Dniester river stronghold 
that fell to Zhukov's veterans. While 
the town of Buzovitsy, 20 miles to 
the southeast, was stormed by the 
hard-hitting troops of Konev's Sec- 
ond Ukrainian Army. 


Allies Pound Cassino Hotel

March 28 (AP) — Allied . artillery 
broke up a German attack north of 
Cassino and continued to hammer 
the two hotel "key point" areas of 
the German defenses within the 
ruined town, headquarters announc- 
ed today. 


The'Nazi attack was on the road 


from Terelle, which lies about four 
miles northwest of Cassino. 
The 


Germans replied to the shelling of 
the Hotel Continental and Des 
Roses with a nightlong bombard- 
ment of Allied positions south of the 
town.

Meanwhile, it was disclosed that 


that three small German attacks 
of-platoon-strength-on~thgTeft~side 


of the beachhead below Rome were 
beaten off Sunday afternoon and 
the Germans remained on the de- 
fensive in that sector. Six different 
patrol clashes were reported in the 
beachhead, mainly in the Cisterna 
and Carroceto areas. 


Gunfire diminished in the lower 


Garigliano sector of the main Fifth 
Army front, but patrols clashed at 
several points. The Germans shelled 
the Orsogna area of the Eighth 
Army front, but that sector also was 
generally quiet except for patrol 
clashes near Tollo and Arielle. 


Allied artillery, bearing the brunt 


of the battle on the Cassino front 
for the second straight day, "con- 
siderably battered" the Continental 
and Des Roses hotels, a military 
spokesman said. 
Bursting shells 


also started a fire in a German 


dump south of Cassino. 


1400 Aerial Sorties 


Allied planes, flying about 1,400 


sorties, blasted at railway lines yes- 
terday, striking targets in central 
Italy, swarming over the battle 
area, _ancMas,hing shipping off the 
Italian west coast and the Dalmatian 
shore. Mosqultos last night con- 
tinued the blows against the Nazi 
supply lines. 


Strong formations of Boston light 


bombers and invader dive-bombers 
attacked railway yards, warehouses 
and factories at Sette Bagni, on the 
northeastern 
outskirts of Rome. 


Marauders escorted 
by Spitfires 


bombed a railroad bridge at Poggi- 
bonsi, hitting a 40-car train. Other 
Marauders struck again at Fano. 
the railroad bridge on the east 
coast, 25 miles northwest of Ancona.

The war in Burma's Jungles drew 


nearer' to a showdown today, with 
Japanese and Allied forces pressing 
determined, separate offensives to- 
ward important supply facilities of 
their enemy. 
v 


Nipponese troops revived their 


threat to Imphal 15 miles inside the 
border of India. The enemy here 
was fiercely attacking Allied forces 
in the Ukhrul area 32 miles above 
Imphal. This position also put the 
Japanese about the same distance 
from Kohima, toward which, the 
southeast Asia command reported, 
the enemy was pushing another 
spearhead. 


Kohima lies across the Naga hills 


from the Assam rail line which helps 
supply the Allies in northern Burma. 


American and Chinese fighters 


under Lt. Gen. Joseph Stllwel's com- 
mand meanwhile squeezed the en- 
emy tighter into a trap near Myit- 
kyina, main Japanese strongpoint 
north of the Burma road. The oth- 
er side of the trap consisted of 
American and Chinese marauders 
under Brig. Gen. Frank Merrill. The 
enemy was caught between Shad- 
uzup, held by Merrill, and Hkawn- 
glaw Hka (river), controlled by Stil- 
well, four miles north. 


The important Myitkyina base was 


still about 44 miles out of Allied 
reach, but behind the Japanese at 
that base was a 'third Allied force 
composed of British Air Commandos. 


On a third Burma front—south of 


Imphal—Allied troops wiped out 
many Japanese and one of their 
roadblocks at Tlddim. 


In the water reaches of the Pa- 


cific the war-"took clearer focus: 
The Japanese 
took 
ever-heavier 


hammerings at Rabaul on New 
Britain, Ponape, and in the Solo- 
mons. 


Rabaul's latest reported pasting,

armament industry 24 hours earlier 
by raining 2,240 tons of bombs upon 
Essen. 


It was the Mosquitos' 20th night 


foray this month in a campaign 
against previously battered indus- 
trial centers which obviously is in- 
tended to discourage reconstruction. 


Air Ministry said all planes 


had returned from the overnight 
raids, the specific objectives of which 
were not disclosed. 


Smashing at the aerial backbone 


of the Atlantic wall, a fleet of from 
750 to 1,000 U. S. heavy bombers,

"The bombing was visual against 


all targets,. at least two, of them 
being used primarily as long-range 
bomber bases, and satisfactory re- 
sults were reported," said a U. S.

was fiercely attacking Allied forces 
in the Ukhrul area 32 miles above 
Im phal.

I 
the enemy was pushing another 
spearhead. 
Kohima lies across the Naga hills 
from the Assam rail line which helps 
supply the Allies in northern Burma. I 
American and Chinese fighters 


under Ll. Gen. Joseph 8tllwel s com­ 
mand meanwhile squeezed the en­ 
emy tighter into a trap near My It* 
kylna, main Japanese strongpoint 
north of the Burma road. Tile oth­ 
er side of the trap consisted of 
American and Chinese m arauders 
under Brig. Gen. FYank Merrill. The 
enemy was caught between Shad- 
uzup, held by Merrill, and Hkawn- 
glaw Hka (river), controlled by Stil­ 
well, four miles north.

(2) The defense of the present 


Nazi line in southern Poland — one 
of the west -bound lanes which lead 
to Hitler's inner fortress and Ber- 
lin—has been rendered all but hope- 
less. His whole scheme for holding 
Poland and the Baltic states is thus 
in fresh jeopardy. 


Marshal Konev's Russian Army 


had no sooner slashed through Bes- 
sarabia to the Prut river, which is 
Rumania's frontier, than the Red 
artillery cut loose' with an intense 
barrage, signalling the intention to 
launch an offensive into Rumania 
proper. The beginning of that push, 
which is likely to drive another nail 
into Hitler's coffin, may even be 
under way as this is written.

A little to the north­ 
west another even more important 
key junction, Tamopol. is surround­ 
ed and fierce fighting is proceeding. 
What About Turkey? 
Some time ago this column sug­

When Tamopol falls, the 
walls of Jerico will indeed be rock­ 
ing. 
Quite as sensational is the Berlin 
statement that the Russians are 
massing troops east of Kovel—170 
miles southeast of Warsaw—for a 
big offensive aimed directly at the 
Polish capital. 
Further, the Nazis 
say there s lighting inside Kovel— 
a remarkable statement in view of 
the fact that Moscow doesn’t even 
claim to have reached Kovel. 
One 
wonders whether the Hitlerites are 
preparing to evacuate the city and 
pull their line back, and take this 
method of breaking the news. 
As the Russians start their drive 
into the Balkans, a great question 
mark appears in the sky to the 
south. 
What will Turkey do? Will 
she cling to neutrality, or is this 
the hour for her to take her place 
beside the Allies as they administer 
the coup de grace to the world's 
most dangerous gangster?

One thrilling use to which we 


often put our friends is to be 
invited by them into an undis- 
covered country —or to be intro- 
duced to an undiscovered human 
being. 


A friend onqe 
put before me 


an original letter, written by Rupert 
Brooke, in which he named a cer- 
tain Canadian as Canada's greatest 
poet. That intrigued me and I was 
not satisfied until I/-had read his 
poetry. 
I was not disappointed. 


Then one day I was lunching with 
my friend Christopher Morley—his 
brain 
a 
gold-mine 
of 
literary j 


wealth—and he told me to be sure 
and get "Taps for Private Tussle" by j 
an author of the name of Jesse 
Stuart. I did so at once. 


"Taps for Private- Tussie" is an 


American classic, hilariously 
hu- 


morous, yet solidly beautiful, tragic 
in spots, but humanly distinctive. 
As one commentator spoke of the 
Tussies, "their talk is juicy as ripe 
apples." 


Naturally, after reading such a 


book I had to know more about 
the man and author. I got his book 
"Beyond Dark Hills," which is 
largely about himself and his life 
from youth up, as well as about his 
dreams and his human philisophy. 
It is one of the most fascinating 
life stories I have ever read. Genius, 
undoubtedly he is, but you have to 
read his story to know why. 


Jesse Stuart's first book was en- 


titled "Man With a Bull-Tongue 
Plow." It is a book of poetry, as 
fresh and vigorous and as full of 
the odor of his beloved Kentucky 
hills, as Hudson's books are of his 
beloved Argentine Pampas. I know 
ol no American who has written 
quite like Jesse Stuart. 
He has 


opened up a regional vein in Ameri- 
can literature that will remain as 
classic. Each one of his books gives 
breath to his honesty and sincerity. 
He is a rare singer from the hills 
of his native Kentucky.

PREDICT MORE 
GAS FOR B CARD 
HOLDERS'SOON' 


Washington, March 28 (AP)—As- 


suming that the gasoline black mar- 
ket situation remains under control, 
holders of. gasoline "B" cards in all 
parts of the country outside the 
eastern seaboard are due to get a 
substantial boost- in., their automo- 
bile-fuel rations very soon, and some 
similar concession may be possible 
for the east. 


Illicit distribution, according to 


OPA, drained'as'mucli* as 2,500.000 
gallons a day off the legal market 
during the late winter, but a con- 
certed drive against black market 
operators was described in a recent 
announcement as meeting with suc- 
cess. 


The office of Col. Bryan Houston, 


OPA rationing administrator, said 
last night that action to increase 
the "B" allowance to a maximum 
equivalent to 720 miles of travel per 
month was in the books for the 
states outside the eastern area in 
about a month. The office expressed 
hope that some increase might also 
be permitted to the "B" drivers in 
the 17 eastern seaboard slates and 
the District of Columbia, although 
this is not yet certain. 


"A's" Not Affected 


Present "B" allotments allow 400 


miles of driving per month in the 
five Pacific coast states, 475 miles 
a month in the middle of the coun- 
try (including Gulf coast areas), and 
325 miles a month in the east. The 
original "B" allotment subsequently 
cut was 720 miles, figured at 15 miles 
to tl\e gallon. 


"A" cards are not to be affected in 


the change-over. However, OPA is 
also working on a plan to abolish 
gasoline ration stamp expiration 
dates, as has already been done with 
food stamps. This may be made ef- 
fective October 1.

Pittsburgh, March 28 (AP)—War- 


time development of electron gen- 
erating tubes is leading to postwar 
manufacture of electric floor lamps 
without wires, all-glass lamps that 
will create more healthful indoor 
"weather" conditions, and lighting 
units that can be converted to cook 
stoves.

he explained, "are 'plugged in' to the 
radio power generated in this room 
by a pre-war diathermy machine 
which sends out beams of short- 
wave energy as a searchlight throws 
a beam of light."

Pittsburgh, March 28 (AP)—W ar­ 
time development of electron gen­ 
erating tubes is loading to postwar 


without wires, all-glass lamps that 
will create more healthful indoor 
"weather" conditions, and lighting 
units that can be converted to cook 
stoves. 
These are the predictions of Sam­ 
uel G. Hibben, lighting authority, 
who demonstrated his "wire-less" 
lamps to the American Institute of 
Architects and the Producers Coun­ 
cil here yesterday. 
"Practical use' of electric i>ower 
transmitted without wires is on 
the way," said Hibben as he walked 
about the stage carrying a handful 
of fluorescent lamps glowing bright­ 
ly though unconnected to sockets or 
wiring.
